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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by Commonwealth Meteorologist) 


No, 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of April, 
May, and June, 1930. 


April_—The month was marked by rather more monsoonal activity than usual, several 
partial inland rains resulting. In addition there was an excellent rain of winter type on 
April 15th, which affeeted the whole of the agricultural country, but although at inte s 
yi aera of southern type appeared off the Leeuwin, there was no repetition of ‘rains of 
this character. 


However, the fall of April 15th and the more patchy monsoonal rains were largely sup- 
plemontary, and over-average totals were noted over the greater parts of the State. In 
particular this was the case over the Central and South Coolgardie Goldfields and the more 
easterly portions of the Wheat Belt, while under-average totals were the rule over the greater 
part of the North-West and Northern Midland country, as well as over parts of the North 
Coolgardie Goldfields and southern agricultural stations lying on and to the westward of the 
Great Southern Railway. 

Apart from the winter type fall of April 15th, the best jagricultural falls resulted from 
an inland rain on April 18th and 19th, which was particularly beneficial over the more easterly 
districts and the Norseman-Esperance country. Some good but patchy falls were noted in the 
Gascoyne and inland North-West during the second week of the month and again on the closing 
day, the North Murchison being also affected on the latter occasion, A few localities including 
Wiluna and its neighbourhood received their best falls during the last few days of the month. 


May.—After a very satisfactory opening of the season from an agricultural viewpoint in 
March and April, useful falls were registered in early May. As it frequently happens when 
good autumn rains visit the agricultural divisions, a dry spell then ensued before the next 
winter depression brought any widespread rains. It was broken hy some passing disturbances 
which, though apparently powerful, invariably passed much too far to the southward to have 
any appreciable influence on our inland districts. 

The ensuing dry conditions were a ‘source of much anxiety to farmers, especially those 
who had sown early crops which were beginning to feel the effects of the continued absence of 
rain. Sheep and lambs also suffered considerably through the drying off of the pastures. On 
the other hand, an excellent opportunity was afforded for the destruction of weeds. 

In the closing days of the month a rather monsoonal type of rainfall visited the State. 
It was due to a sudden advance from the Indian Ocean of cold southerly winds, at a time when 
warm, but weak, variables prevailed over this State. The cold winds were most effective near 
the South Coast, and there some heavy rains were recorded. This storm brought much-needed 
relief to the fruit-growing districts and was also valuable over the portions of the lower Great 
Southern country to which it extended (roughly speaking, from Narrogin southward), while 
especial stress must be laid upon the very gratifying falls of one to nearly three inches over 
the Norseman-Esperance country. 
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_ Excluding the section lying between Wagin and Albany and eastward to Esperance and 
Norseman, the month, taken as a whole, was characterised by a very weak rainfall throughout 
the agricultural country. In many quarters, although the total amounted to at least 30 per 
cent. of the normal, the falls occurred at widely separated intervals. They were useful in 
minimising evaporation, but did not bring the general saturation of the soil which might be 
expected from their total volume. 

_ Outside of the wheat areas results were also erratic. No rain of consequence fell in the 
Kimberleys or over the greater part of the North-West. Some valuable thunderstorms, however, 
developed in the inland North-West on the third of the month, and eventually passed through 
the Goldfields and far South-East. As a result, over-average figures were noted in various 
portions of the pastoral and mining country between Mundiwindi and the South-West Coast. 


June.—A glance at the month’s rainfall map showed that from 50 to 100 per cent. more 
rain than usual had fallen over the main agricultural centres of the State, as well as over 
coastal districts between Cape Leeuwin and the tropic. Considerably less rain than usual] fell 
along the South Coast, and the Esperance country, as far north as Salmon Gums, registered 
totals slightly below normal, although further northward, the main portions of the South Cool- 
gardie Goldfields recorded somewhat above normal falls. The latter remark also applied to 
a few of the Southern Murchison stations, but, in general, the Central and Northern Mur- 
chison, the North Coolgardie Goldfields, and the tropical areas received only light showers. 

To take the main agricultural rains in detail, a series of three valuable rainstorms occu- 
pied the first 12 days of the month, These were particularly heavy over the, Northern Midland 
country but deficient in the extreme south. A fine week intervened, after which persistent 
rains set in on the 18th. Although better than the earlier falls in the extreme south, they did 
not extend so well to the Esperance district, and in consequence, as above mentioned, aggre- 
gate falls in these areas were, in the main, somewhat below normal. 

Excluding these districts, the aggregate registrations over west and south-west coastal 
and agricultural districts placed the month among the wettest Junes the State has ever ex- 
perienced. Here and there more rain was recorded in June of last year, but, taking the State 
as a whole, only one June stood out pre-eminently above the past month, that being in 1923, 
when, in the great majority of cases, the heaviest rains ever recorded for June were noted. 

Another recent year which was productive of some high June registrations was 1917, that 
year and 1923 offering remarkable contrasts, for, whereas the July and August of 1925 were 
mostly dry, and the season was saved only by unexpectedly good September rains, 1917 was 
wet throughout the winter and spring months from May to October with a fair sprinkling of 
rain in November. The 1923 harvest, however, turned out much better than that of 1917, an 
11.4 bushel average being reaped, compared with 7.4 in 1917, septoria ‘and red rust, due to 
excessive rains in the earlier year being responsible for the reduction. 

Going back earlier in the history of the State, 1910, 1904, 1900, 1890, and 1883 were con- 
spicuous for wet Junes but only at very few stations do records go back beyond 1900. 

In Perth the total for the present month was:1,135 points. This has been exceeded on 
five previous occasions, including last year, 1920 and 1883, when the total was between 111% 
and 12 inches. In 1890 12 inches was slightly exceeded (1,211 points), while 1923 with 1,280 
points was the maximum year. Only at one or two stations was the Perth total exceeded, 
Jarrahdale heading the list with 1,339 points.
